Mr. Goodrich's Hands. 
Indianapolis. Feb. 2».—George A. H. 
Shideler of .'Tar on. a well-known Re­ 
publican leader, who is a prospective 
candidate for governor, is authority 
for the statem ent that Elam Neal of 
Jonesboro, Eleventh district chairman, 
will not h* a candidate for state chair­ 
man if Chairman Goodrich cares to 
remain at the head of the organiza­ 
tion. 
This may he regarded as indica­ 
tive of what .W-al's attitude will be 
when th.* committee is reorganized. 
as he is one of Shidel* r’s lieutenants. 
Neal has come to bt regard, d as suit­ 
able tim ber for the state chairm an­ 
ship. 
His organization in tile Elev­ 
enth district last year was one of t .e 
best in the state. 
He organized a 
Tori O'clock Voters' club in every pre­ 
cinct. which attracted the attention 
of the national committee, and on 
Thursday he will take to Washington 
a precinct com mitteeman from each 
county in his baliwick who got out 
every voter on his poll hooks.
